More Careful Next Time’

O matter how vigilant 

and protective of her 
baby or young child a 
mother may be, some acci- 
dents almost surely will be- 
‘fall him. Facing overy 
child will be perils tho most 
_cautious parents can't fore- 
see. The only wise precau- 
tion for the young mother 
is—bo more careful next 
time. 


Somo dangers before the in- 
fant can creep or walk are: 
folling from a table (when be- 
ing bathed), bed or carriage or 
high chair; swallowing small 
objects, or suffocating in bed- 
clothing. Perhaps falling fs the

weight ond his bones are very 
pliablo, But as the mother 
bethes and cares for him, she 
niay Ieave dn open can of 
powder or drop a cork or bottle 
cover or safety pin within 
his reach. For “he infant to 
suck powder tnto his lungs 
con be very dangerous. He 
can suffocate if he pulls the 
covers over his face, The cau- 

*tlous mother securcly pins the: 
covers below his feet. 


A few babies suffocate while 
sleeping with the mother, 


‘Tired when nursing him she 
may pull him into bed with 


her and not awaken when he, 


has finished his meal. When 
the baby is bathed, in a tub 
when he can sit alone, the 
mother can't safely leave him 
in the tub to answer the telo- 
phone, lest he topple over In- 
to the water. 


SMALL THINGS 


When the baby creeps, 60 
many small things are avail- 
able for him to put into his 
mouth, When you’ discover he 
has something in his mouth, 
get St from him very gently 
and calmly lest he swallow tho 
next object he has in his 
mouth.
